The Examiner in the Korean Industrial Property Office, issued a Notification of Reasons for 
objection in co-pending Korean priority application No. 1 0-2000-28 1 70, on the 25 th of March 2002, 
that stated that the subject matter of the Korean priority application was the same as the disclosed 
in Korean patent application No. 10-1999-9809 by Joon-Mo Ku, et al (Korean Patent Publication 
No. 2000-0061038). 

The Daewoo communication corporation patent application No. 1996-0028551 (Korean 
Patent Publication No. 1 999-001 3028) mentions a Cordless Telephone Generation 2 (CT-2 system) 
with a base station connected to a plurality of CT-2 terminals and a wireless matching apparatus in 
a conventional private exchanger. A PC is connected to the wireless matching apparatus to facilitate 
personal management and provide call reception as well as call transmission.
